The treaty specifically provides that 
it shall not infringe cn the rights or 
relieve from the obligations of aigna- 
tories under other international ar- 
tangements.

tures. There is a little, but only a 
little, difference in the normal size of 
| the pupil in most eyes. Some cyes 
|adapt slowly and don’t see well at 
| night, and some have trouble in seeing 
in bright daylight. We all know how 
|we are blinded when we come out of 
a dark room suddenly into daylight, 
Jand how we grope in the dark when 
|we pass suddenly from outdoors to a 
dark cellar. But in a short time the 
| pupil adapts, and we see better. 

There was a time when women 
{thought their eyes looked more beau- 
/tiful with a wide-open pupil. You 
can paralyze those tiny fibres that 
contract and expand the pupils by 
la few drops of atropin, that drug 
which bears the popular name of 
“pelladonna,” for in Italian bella 
jdonna means ‘beautiful woman.” 
Now when the doctor wants to ex- 
amine your retina, he has to send a 
|powerful beam of light into your eye 
| because it’s all dark in there. But the 
|moment the light enters, your pupil 
|shuts down, and he can't see for more 
than an instant. So he drops in a bit 
of atropin and asks you to come the 
next day for examination, when your 
pupil will stay open. And you will 
\find that with the atropin in your 
leyes, you can see to walk but not to 
read. 


If you sit half an hour in the dark 
jand then have a photograph of. your 
jeyes taken by flashlight, the picture 
will show your pupil like the owl's, 
because the picture will be taken be- 
fore it has a chance to contract. 

Now that's the story of the pupil, 
and it’s a bit of our most original 
nature. We have no control over its 
action, and it has no relation to our 
intelligence, nor to our character nor 
to our breathing, nor to our heart- 
beat. It’s a deep-down bit of our 
make-up, a fundamental response of 
our nervous system, with which we 
are born. 

All of these beliefs have no relation 
to fact, and it’s hard to understand 
how they arose. Because this response 
is so fundamental it is a sign of seri- 
ous injury to the finer tissues of the 
nervous system when it doesn’t act 
normally. One such sign is noticeable 
when the pupils of the two eyes do 
not contract equally. But this can be 
judged only by a medical specialist. 

There is hardly anything in the 
physiology of the body, from the way 
we wink, or the way we laugh or 
sneeze, or the way we talk and walk 
and write, that hasn't been made the 
sign if our minds and our character; 
jeven to the way our pupils react to 
jbetween the true story and the popu- 
gh — The one is fact, the other 
|is fable.
